1. Al: 

Previously we learnt Al means the but here it means 
every so Al-Hamdu is every perfection 

2. Hamd: 

This is translated as praise but when we praise Allah 
we praise him by describing his perfect qualities. 

So therefore Hamd is translated as perfection 

Proper explaination of Hamd in full is: 

“To mention the perfection of Allah out of love for 
him and submission for him.” 

3. Li: 

This is translated as for but the correct translation 
here is only for like Worship is only for Allah alone. 

The word Lj in the language can also have the meaning 
of owning something or something belonging to you like 









everything in the heavens and earth belongs to Allah. 
So All perfection belongs to Allah and for him alone 
3. Rab: 

This word means the master it has 4 characterisitcs: 

1. The creator: 

He is the creator of everything that exists 

2. The owner: 

He is the owner of everything that exists everything 
belongs to him 

3. The provider: 

He provides for all 

4. The one who controls: 

He is in control of everything 

Allah is the master in all 4 characterisitcs. 


5. Aalameen: 


This word is a plural of Aalam which is commonly 
translated as world like in Arabic Ka'sul-Aalam is world 
cup. 

The exact meaning of Aalam is: 

“Everything besides Allah is Aalam.” 

The whole entire creation and existence is Aalam . 1 

This is why some translators Rabul-Aalameen as the 
master of what exists or master of the beings . 

1. Al-Hamdu lllah 

All perfect qualities belong to and is only for Allah 

2. Rabbil-Aalameen 

The creator, owner, provider, controller and 
sustainer of what exists 


1 The word Aalam comes from the word Alaamah which means sign because the world we live in is a 
sign and a indication of the existence of Allah 










Aalameen vs Aalimeen: 


Rabbul-Aalameen= 

The master of what exists 
Rabbul-Aalimeen= 

The master of those who have knowledge 

Just by changing the sound on letter Laam from Fatha 
to Kasrah we spoil the meaning. 


Selected gems:

♦ Hamd combines praise and thanks together 

♦ Shukr is to praise in response to a favour 

♦ Hamd is to praise regradless of the favours 



Hamd vs Shukr: 


1- Shukr which is to praise someone after he did you a 
favour for you and you thanked him for it 

2. Hamd is to praise someone if his noble qualities or 
did a favour for you 

3- Hamd is more general and Shukr is limited 

Hamd vs Madh: 

1- Hamd is only done to someone who is living 
2. Madh is a praise that is done to living and the dead 

3- Madh is used for false praise 2 

4- Hamd is only praise that is true praise no imposters
